The flood of refugees currently 
leaving Cuba began when 10,000 
people invaded the Peruvian 
embassy last month seeking asy- 
lum. 


PLO spokesman Yasser Abed 
Rabbo said urgent rep- 
resentations would be made to the 
United Nations Security Council 
to protest against the deportation 
of the leaders by the Israelis. 

He urged Palestinians in the 
occupied territories to “carry out 
big protest actions and rise up 
against the invading Zionist 
settlers to prove that the depor- 
tations.. will not stop the 
struggle.” 

“The reverse is the case. We will 
escalate it and escalate the popu- 
lar uprising." the PLO spokesman 
told a Beirut press conference. 

The deportation during the

The three men were given a 


rousing welcome by crowds of 
Palestinians in Beirut. 

The PLO spokesman called for 
a general strike by Palestinians 
outside the West Bank tomorrow' 
in solidarity with their brothers 
under Israeli rule. 

Israeli Defence Minister Ezer 
Weizman said the government 
had expelled the three Palestinian 
leaders because it was in danger of 
losing control of the situation in 
the occupied territories. 

Addressing a press conference 
here the three leaders said they 
were woken up at 1 a.m. by Israeli 
officers and taken to see the milit- 
ary governor. 

Mayor Milhem said: “Two 
officers took me by both arms and 
made me get into a helicopter... 1 
was cheatingly told 1 was going to 
see the minister of defence, when I 
suddenly found myself in South 
Lebanon.

For bidding on Arabsat 

Arab Boycott Office 
exempts Hughes firm

AMMAN, May 3 --The Arab Boycott of Israel Office, in an unpre- 
cedented decision, has decided to exempt from its blacklist a major 
foreign firm, Hughes Aircraft Corporation of the U.S., so the firm 
can participate in bidding for the Arab telecommunications satellite 
(Arabsat) project, the Jordan Times learned today. 

The decision is the first departure from the office's stringent rules 
on boycotting Israel since the office was established in 1952. It came 
last Wednesday at the end of a four-day emergency session held here 
to resolve the dilemma facing the Arabsat committee, which has 
received only one bid on the SI 00 min ion -plus project our of a rota) 
of twelve firms which purchased the tender documents and specifi- 
cations. 

The bid is from a European consortium led by British Aerospace 
with France's Matra and Tbomson-CSF. Another bid was coming 
from Hughes, but two weeks before the Jan. 7 bid deadline the 
Boycott Office put Hughes on the blacklist. Its bid could not be 
received. And without at least two bids for competition, the contract 
could not awarded. 

This was half of the Riyadh-based Arabsat Committee's dilemma. 

It bad either to re-tender the project on the international market, 
which would cause a long delay, or have Hughes taken off the 
blacklist so the company's bid could be considered. The Boycott 
Office agreed to take Hughes off the list. 

But the delegates from 19 Arab states attending the emergency 
session here went one step further, and resolved the second half of 
the dilemma, which is that nearly all foreign firms involved in space 
communications are also on the blacklist. Components from these 
firms will be needed to ensure the highest engineering standards for 
' construction of the satellite and keep the construction costs down. 
The Boycott Office also decided to exempt these firms - but only for 
the Arabsat project. To solve both parts of the dilemma, the Boycott 
Office set the following conditions: Dealings are to be confined to the 
Arabsat project; the firms participating must not employ Israeli 
personnel, or use Israeli capital, or have any Zionist tendencies, or 
use Israeli labour, materials or equipment in the manufacture of their 

products. 

It appears the Arabsat Committee now has three choices For 
awarding the contract. It can consider both bids and accept one, 
which would save time but might not be the most economical 
approach, since those bids would not be based on the use of com- 
ponents from blacklisted subcontractors. Or it can re-tender the 
project and invite new bids from the international market, which 
could delay the project by six months to a year. Or it could ask both 
competitors to adjust their bids and re-submit them based on the use 
of components from previously blacklisted firms. 

The contract will call for construction and launching of the satel- 
lite, an Arab League venture, to provide telephone and television 
services to 22 Arab states. Saudi Arabia is the largest single con- 
tributor to the $100 million capital of the project with a 26 per cent 
share. Libya follows with 1 8 per cent and Jordan has 2.2 per cent.

Mr. Qotbzadeh said the Iranian 
government was not prepared to 
meet the demands of the gunmen. 

Mr. Qotbzadeh said there was 
no parallel between the London 
embassy siege and the six- 
month-old American hostage 
crisis in Iran, which he said 
stemmed from “a reaction to 25 
years of oppression." 

The foreign minister said he was 
trying to hasten arrangements for 
the return of the remains of the 
U.S. servicemen killed in last 
week's abortive raid to rescue the 
American hostages. 

He said he hoped the remains 
would be sent to their families 
once special coffins arrived in Iran 
from Switzerland.

The three men. all strident critics 
of the occupation regime, were 
flown by helicopter to the north of 
Israel and escorted across the 
Lebanese border where they 
caught a taxi for Beirut. 

The speed of the deportations 
reflected official haste to avoid 
legal proceedings of the kind 
which foiled expulsion last year of 
another West Bank mayor. Mr. 
Bassam Al Shak’a of Nablus. 

Another Israeli retaliation was 
to destroy two buildings on which 
the Palestinians had stood to 
launch their ambush. The build- 
ings housed eight shops whose 
owners were ordered to remove 
their goods quickly before the 
demolition. 

The retaliation seemed certain 
to arouse further Arab hostility, 
but with Hebron under curfew and 
other West Bank leaders for- 
bidden to make public statementsr 
no immediate protest was heard. 

At a press conference near the 
scene of the raid. Israel’s West 
Bank commander. Brig. Gen. 
Binyamin Ben Eliezer, told repor- 
ters: “The attack was well con- 
ceived and well planned. We can 
assume the planning had been 
going on for a long time because 
they were well acquainted with the 
settlers’ routine movements.”

Oman said to have 
cancelled U.S. pact 


BOSTON, Massachusetts, May 3 
(AP) — Oman cancelled an 
agreement allowing U.S. warships 
and planes to use its military bases 
on two small islands in the Gulf 
because the ill-fated American 
rescue mission to Iran refueled 
there without permission, the Bos- 
ton Globe reported today. A U.S. 
State Department spokeswoman

IT IS chilling 10 consider what measures Israel may take 
upon itself to enact in response to Friday’s commando 
attack in Hebron. The deportation (for some reason, to 
Lebanon, involving a running of the gauntlet of Major Sa'd 
Haddad's hired thugs) of the mayors of Hebron and 
Haihout and the chief qadi of Hebron, and the restrictions 
on all other West Bank mayors, are obviously only the 
beginning. 

Things are bound to reach an hysterical pitch in the 
coming days and weeks, and anything could happen. That is 
why it is necessary, particularly for those who get their 
West Bank news through the filter of Israeli censorship and 
the prejudices of the Western news media, to posit certain 
facts. 

A1 Khalil is an Arab city. Its Arab inhabitants, in addi- 
tion to sharing the onerous burden of foreign military 
occupation with the rest of the West Bank and Gaza, have 
lived for some time under an extraordinary regime of 
oppression and provocation. These are succinctly itemised 
in the letter from Mayor Qawasmi which we reproduce on 
this page today. 

The tempo of these provocations has been stepped up 
since the killing of a Jewish settler in the city in February 
and the subsequent enforcement of a virtual round- 
the-clock Israeli curfew. Since that time, the Arab inhabit- 
ants of the city have not been free for one minute, in their 
own town, from Israeli search and seizure, or from constant 
abuse and provocation emanating from the alien implan- 
tation known as Kirvat Arba*. 

The self-proclaimed leader of the Kiryat Arba’ fanatics. 
Rabbi Levinger, has virtually declared war on the Arab 
inhabitants of Hebron. Jewish worshippers have exprop- 
riated the sacred Ibrahimi mosque, one of the holiest sites 
in Islam, and turned it into a synagogue. The Israelis have 
claimed possession of houses in Hebron while denying out 
of hand the eminently more legitimate claims of Palestinian 
Arabs to the houses in occupied Palestine from which they 
were evicted after 1 947. It is, us Mayor Qawasmi has said. 
"ii mockery and an insult to both reason and humanity that 
at the time thousands of Palestinian families are denied 
their rights of returning home, an influx of hundreds of 
Jewish families are welcomed by the Israeli authorities on 
the basis that five houses in Al Khalil were owned by Jews 
half a century ago.” 

It is difficult, perhaps, for an uninvolved observer, then, 
to appreciate the degree of hurt and resentment felt by the 
citizens of Al Khalil in the face of these daily humiliations. 
Anyone questioning the motives or the wisdom of Friday's 
attack should try to put themselves in the shoes of citizens 
forced to live under alien rule in their own home town, to 
suffer the desecration of one of their holiest places, to 
accept the infusion of thousands of settlers and squatters in 
their midst. When those settlers and squatters took up arms 
and began a series of calculated attacks on the local 
populace, culminating in the death of a boy. the pro- 
vocation simply became too much for any human to bear. 

That is the immediate background to Friday's incident 
in Hebron. On a larger scale, however, it is quite possibly, 
as Mayor Bassam Shak'a of Nablus has indicated, the 
rekindling of the true armed struggle for Palestine. The 
background to that struggle is as complex as it is well- 
known: it has received impetus from the concerted plot on 
the part of the enemies of the Palestinian people to snip 
them of their nationhood once and for ail. 

It is up to the Palestinian people to determine the best 
means of responding to that ultimate provocation and tak- 
ing their national destiny in their own hands until their 
struggle achieves victorv.

AMMAN, May 3 (JN A) -Jordan 
has been empowered to take 
action at the next meeting of the 
International Labour Organ- 
isation (ILO) to protect the rights 
of Arab labourers in the Israeli- 
occupied Arab territories. 

The Arab Labour Organisation 
fALOl decided at a recent meet- 
ing in Baghdad to authorise Jor- 
dan to act on its behalf in pre- 


senting to the ILO meeting, which 
starts in Geneva on June 1, a draft 
resolution on Israeli settlements in 
the occupied Arab territories and 
their effect on Arab labourers and 
their property. This was 
announced today by the Unde r- 
secrelary of the Ministry of 
Labour. Dr. Tayseer Abdul Jaber. 
on returning from the Baghdad 
meeting. 


At the meeting in Baghdad, he 
said, the ALO board discussed 
Israel's violation of labourers' 
rights in the occupied territories, 
including the Israeli amendment 
of Article 83 of the Jordanian 
labour law in force in the West 
Bank. A joint Arab strategy has 
been agreed on for the ILO con- 
ference and the period preceding 
iL. he added. 


NRA studies oil shale prospects

AMMAN. May 3 -- Jordan is 
pushing ahead with plans to 
exploit some 1.2 billion tons of 
known oil shale reserves at Laj- 
joun in central Jordan which could 
greatly reduce the country's 
dependence on costly imported 
crude oil. 

The Natural Resources Author- 
ity (NRA) is studying bids and 
proposals from several inter- 
national companies for con- 
ducting a pre-feasibility study on 
the prospects of exploiting (he 
rock. 

Al this stage, the N R A wants to 
conduct the study to know more 
about the economic and technical 
feasibility of exploiting the Laj- 
joun deposit, situated some 17 
kiiometres west of Qatrana. This 
requires that the company chosen 
to conduct the study must he able 
to run pilot plant tests using large 
samples of the Lajjoun shale. The 
NRA also wants to know what 
mining methods are best to pro- 
vide raw oil shale for each of the 
two processes under consideration 
for exploiting the rock. 

One of the two processes Jor- 
dan is considering is direct com- 
bustion. that is literally burning 
the hydrocar bon -rich rock in a 
350-400 megawatt thermal power 
station that would be built at the 
site. The other, more costly 
method would be to extract the oil 


from the rock. The oil could then 
be used for other purposes than 
electricity generation, but extrac- 
tion would require the con- 
struction of a processing plant. 

A company is to be chosen in a 
few months from among the field 
of competitors. All competitors 
are experienced in oil shale 
technology and have pilot plants 
for testing. The firms are from the 
United States, and both Western 
and Eastern Europe. One Ameri- 
can mining university is also com- 
peting for the contract. 

If "the results of the pre- 
feusihility study are positive, the 
NRA will undertake a full-scale 
feasibility study that woulJ 
include deluded analysis of the 
most economically and technically 
practical method of exploiting the 


rock. 

So far, all indications are 
encouraging. Preliminary tests on 
the quality of the rock, conducted ■ 
at the NRA laboratories here and 
at laboratories in West Germany, 
have shown rhal Jordan’s oil shale 
ranks highly compared with other 
shale found throughout the world. 
It is however, not its good as the 
world's best oil shale, which comes 
from Colorado and has an average 
yield of 35-40 gallons of oil from a 
ton of rock. Jordan's shale, 
according to the preliminary tests 
-- which still must be confirmed 
bv the pilot plant tests -- has a 
yield of about 20 gallons of oil per 
ton of rock. This is superior to the 
quality of West Germany's shale, 
which has a yield of 13-14 gallons 
per ton. 


ICICO gets Baghdad contract 


AMMAN. May 3 (JT> - A local 
firm, the International Con- 
tracting and Investment Company 
(ICICO). has won a 17.5 million 
Iraqi dinar contract for the con- 
struction of Baghdad's first high- 
rise housing complex. 

Plans call for nine 15-storey 
buildings, each with 60 deluxe 
apartments with central heating 
and air conditioning. The total 
floor area of the buildings is 
90.000 square metres. 

ICICO is acting in joint venture 
with the Dutch firm. Bredero 
International. The client is 


Amanal Al Assima of Baghdad. 

ICICO is currently involved in 
three major projects in Jordan, 
including the Marriott Hotel. The 
major shareholders in the com- 
pany are the Pension Fund and the 
Housing Bank.

Qawasmi speaks ou 


EDITOR'S NOTE: Following is part of d*J***f 

a letter addressed to the United 

Council by Mayor Fahd Qawasmi of Hebron (. 

Khalil ). It was written in the wake of die ^ se .^ 
tensions in the occupied West Bank city following 


the killing of a Jewish immigrant-settle} 
ketplace there and the subsequent cUi 
stringent curfew of the Arab city . by 
occupation authorities. We are pru 
excerpts, which we feel express the n. 
Arab inhabitants of Al Khalil. 


“THOSE WHO BELIEVE in the Quran, and 
those who follow the Jewish Scriptures, and the 
Christians and the Sabians, and who believe in 
God and the Last Day, and work righteousness, 
shall have their reward". 

This is the spirit of Islam, so just, simple and 
constructive. Stated plainly many centuries ago; 
practised or accepted for so long a time, it has 
been constantly reiterated as a democratic code 
for the holy land of Palestine. 

Yet the military authorities of the racial gov- 
ernment of Israel have a different code to intro- 
duce and defend. Since their occupation of the 
West Bank and Gaza Strip in 1967, these 
authorities have shown un- wavering deter- 
mination to change the geographic and demog- 
raphic features of the occupied land in such a way 
so as to suit their modern code: “Only Zionists 
shall have their reward.” Mere Judaism is not 
even sufficient. 

One aspect of racial policy has been the establ- 
ishment of settlements on confiscated land. To 
achieve such a goal, the occupation authorities 
have used various illegal and oppressive meas- 
ures. Among them were the deportation of 
national figures, the arbitraiy arrest and torture of 
innocent- citizens and tbe_ collective punishment 
imposed on a whole area similar to what has 
recently happen d in Al Khalil. 

The procedure of establishing a settlement has 
become well known by the Palestinian Arabs, for 
it follows systematic steps, it usually begins with a 
military declaration that a certain area has, for 
security reasons, been declared closed off. This 
means that neither owners of the land nor any- 
body else are allowed to enter it. The second step 
is usually the establishment of one building. For 
security purposes of course! This is soon followed 
by more and more buildings. Families, accom- 
panied by their dear pets, follow, while the poor 
owners of the land have to strive in deadly earnest 
to find shelter, or simply uproot themselves and 
emigrate for good. Verbal and written complaints 
and condemnations, addressed to both the Israeli 
authorities and international organisations, have 
done nothing to stop this. 

The total area of these settlements has reached 
an alarming figure. An area of one thousand and 
six hundred square kilometres has already been 
usurped for this purpose. Knowing that this area 
comprises more than twenty six per cent of the 
West Bank area, it is only logical to conclude that 
the future of the inhabitants of this land looks very 
gloomy. 

Although settlements are scattered over the 
whole West Bank, those which lie in the vicinity of 
Arab Jerusalem and Al Khalil are more con- 
spicuous and expansible. The Kiryat Arba’ set- 
tlement established in 1968 is the accursed lot of 
our town. Al Khalil. To establish this settlement 
five square kilometres were declared a closed 
military area. Lying along the eastern edge of the 
town and extending from north to south, this set- 
tlement is now capable of providing accom- 
modation for 500 families. Potentially. however. 
the settlement is capable .of accommodating ten 
times as many. 

The settlers of Kiryat Arba’ don’t spare any 
occasion to translate their fanatical views into 
aggres*ive deeds against the inhabitants of Al 
Khalil. It is very common to see these people 
marching in the streets of Al Khalil fully armed. 
Needless to say, such aggressive and provocative 


actions greatly increase the possibility 
between the settlers and inhabitants o 
The open support of the occupation j 
to these settlers has encouraged their 
many crimes against the Arabs. In h 
some settlers from Kiryat Arba’ am 
selves with an inhumane game. They 
three Arab pupils and released the 
from injuries inflicted by wild dogs.

Other studies have included a 
survey of ihe altitudes university 
student', in four Arab countries 
have toward sex roles, reports on 
women artists and poets and a sur- 
vey on women's image in chil- 
dren's school books. 

Studies in progress include 
those on the image of women in 
the Arab press, fuws that effect 
women in Arab countries and 
higher education for women in the 
region. 

in the area of communication, 
the institute issues a quarterly 
newsletter. Al Ra'itlah (The 
Pioneer), which reprints studies 
done by the institute, reports on 
conferences, books and activities 
on women and runs articles on 
Arab feminist pioneers. The news- 
letter is raj longer printed in 
Arabic because, unlike the 
Engl ish-rea ding audience, the 
Arahic-rcading audience proved 
unresponsive. 

The institute has begun giving 
training course as well, h has 
sponsored five courses for pre- 
school teachers, and in June will 
offer the first course in the Arab 
World for women in management. 
“It is not usual to limit such things 
to women only in Lebanon.” 
commented Dr. Abu Nasser, “but 
we thought if it was for women 
only we could attract women who 
otherwise wouldn't come from 
other Arab countries.*' The 
week-long conference, whose 
proceedings will be in English, will 
include lectures by prominent 
management scholars. 

That the institute has managed 
to carry on ail these activities in 
spite of the difficulties caused by 
the Lebanese civil disturbances 
and a small staff is a tribute to Dr. 
Abu Nassef s dedication. “In the 
beginning,'* she recalled, “I was 
the institute.” After the first year. 


other staff were added hul even 
today only two full-time employ- 
ees and three part lime ones work 
with her. 

Many of the studies are done by 
professors and students for an 
honorarium— “ we can't even call it 
a fee." she said-so costs are kept 
down. Funds for the institute 
come from the Ford Foundation. 
U.N. agencies and private organ- 
isations. “We are an academic 
institution," Dr. Abu Naser said. 
The fact that we are private, non- 
dcnominulionul and non 'political 
gives us mobility and the ability to 

work without restrictions." 

She feels that Jordan could 
benefit from such an organisation. 
H is worth nothing that many 
recommendations coming out of 
last week's seminar on women 
have already been accomplished 
in Lebanon through the institute. 

“It would he a great help in Jor- 
dan to have an institute on Jor- 
danian women connected to a uni- 
versity. Universities are the place 
to do the documentation and sur- 
veys supplied to policy-makers.” 
-s he said. “The government .should 
contract such studies according to 
its needs so its plans will he based 
on facts rather than imagination.” 

Dr. Abu Nasser advised that if 
such an institute is formed in Jor- 
dan. it should supplement and 
complement the activities of the 
Beirut institute. “Let's not dup- 
licate,” she said, repeating a 
theme brought up frequently dur- 
ing the recent seminar.

Aga Khan architecture 
seminar opens today 


AMMAN. May 3 I JT) - His 
Majesty King Hussein and His 
Highness the Aga Khan will open 
m Amman tomorrow a major 
international seminar on Islamic 
architecture. 

This is the fifth in a series of 
seminars- sponsored by the Aga 
Khan Award for Architecture in 
various Muslim countries to 
examine the issues affecting the 
theory and practice of architecture 
in Islam. Its subject will be “The 
Search for Form: Places of Public 
Gathering in Islam." one of the 
architectural categories spec- 
ifically covered by the Aga Khan 
Award. 

The four-day seminar at the 
Jordan Intercontinental Hotel will 
be attended by His Highness 
Crown Prince Hassan. and by 
more than 80 architects, gov- 
ernment officials, contractors, 
engineers, scholars and historians 
from both Muslim and western 
countries. A specially invited 
group of younger architects will 
represent the future of architec- 
tural practice in Islam. 


The Aga Khan Award for 
Architecture programme was 
initiated in 1977 and has been 
directed towards establishing the 
criteria by which Islamic architec- 
ture of today and tomorrow might 
appropriately be judged, it is 
based on a concern that modem 
Muslim architecture is in danger 
of losing its indigenous quality in 
favour of unthinking acceptance 
of western design approaches and 
construction technology. 

The Aga Khan is seeking, he 
says, “an evocation partly of our 
culture, partly of our history and 
partly of our aspirations.” This 
should be expressed "in a happy 
and harmonious way in our build- 
ings, in the different environments 
which make up the cities, towns 
and villages of modem Islam.” he 
says. 

The first Aga Khan Awards, 
amounting to S500.000 — divided 
among up to five projects — will be 
presented by the Aga Khan at 
award ceremonies in the autumn 
of 1 98fi.

Continued from page 1 1 
put a decisive end to Israeli occu- 
pation and terrorism which aim at 
vacating the occupied Arab ter- 
ritories of their legitimate own- 
ers.” 

A statement issued today by the 
Palestine Liberation Organisation 
IPLO) office in Amman said the 
deportation of the mayors of Heb- 
ron and Halhoui and Hebron's 
religious judge comes at the top of 
a series of fascist, oppressive 
measures committed against the 
unarmed Arab population. 

It said the act constitutes a 
“flagrant violation of human 
rights against a people that tries to 


stop the seizure of its land, the kil- 
ling of its demonstrating children, 
the imposing of sieges and mass 
punishment on towns and refugee 
camps, as well as the demolition of 
Arab homes and poisoning of Arab 
crops." 

These Israeli oppressive meas- 
ures are being taken “under the 
umbrella of the autonomy rule 
negotiations, which aim at vac- 
ating our occupied homeland from 
its patriotic leadership in pre- 
paration for the imposition of self- 
rule, already rejected, which leads 
to the liquidation of the Palestine 
problem,” the statement said.

AMMAN, April 3 (JNA) - A 
committee of ifie National Con- 
sultative Council (NCC) this 
afternoon culled on His Majesty 
King Hussein, and presented the 
NCCs reply to King Hussein’s 
speech at the opening session of 
the second NCC on April 28. 

The reply, read by the chairman 
of the committee, NCC President 
Ahmad Tarawneh, emphasised 
the need to deepen the concept of 
popular participation and broaden 
its base and its fields of operation. 

Mr. Tarawneh said that some of 
the aspects of this partidparion 
were manifested in the exper- 
iment of the NCC. He added. 

“While we look forward to the 
return of complete parliamentary 
life at an opportune time, we hope 
that this (present) partidparion 
will deepen and grow- in the local 
government institutions, 
municipalities and village coun- 
cils, trade unions, companies, 
cooperatives and charitable 
institutions, chambers of com- 
merce and industry and all similar 
institutions... 

“In these fields, we hope to give 
the citizen the opportunity to elect 
his own representatives directly, 
and to express freely his opinion of 
decisions relating to his life, work 
and future — and after that we 
hope to give him the chance to 
contribute, through work and 
effon, to the achievement of the 
noble aims of his local community 
and the country at large. 

“It is participation through 
dialogue and shared effort, and in 
this framework dealings and 
cooperation between the gov- 
ernment and the people will be put 
on the right course and con- 
sequently achieve the best results. 

armed with “invincible will” is 
determined to give the Israeli 
occupation forces “an unforgett- 
able lesson, and will bring about a 
sweeping rebellion in every part of 
Palestine, whether occupied in 
1948 or 1967. It will declare civO 
disobedience so as to change 
Israel's occupation into a burden 
on the Zionist state until victory is 
achieved.” 

The statement issued by Mr. 
Jaw ad Saleh, member of the PLO 
executive committee, appealed to 
all Arab governments, peoples and 
heads of state to “extend further 
help to the steadfastness of the 
people in the occupied Arab ter- 
ritories” and “to adopt deterrent 
measures against states that sup- 
port the Zionist entity financially 


“No doubt the prevalence of jus- 
tice, equal opportunity, and social 
justice as well as the inclusion of 
all citizens in social security 
benefits, closing the gap between 
diverse standards of living and the 
distribution of the benefits of 
development among different reg- 
ions, communities and individuals 
with justice will give our 
enlightened people further incen- 
tives to contribute to the efforts of 
development, each according to 
his capabilities and potentials, 
within the framework of the gov- 
ernment's overall planning." 

Wisdom alone cannot control 
inflation, increase production, 
check expenditure, moderate 
modes of consumption and 
increase revenues. All these great 
goals cannot be achieved without 
the participation of ali the people, 
Mr. Tarawneh said. 

Other issues affirmed by the 
NCC s reply to the King's speech 
were: 

— The importance of loyalty and 
responsibility among citizens. 

-- The need to modernise and 
developing Jordan's institutions. 

The NCC hailed King Hus- 
sein's role and supported the Jor- 
danian stand denouncing the 
Camp David accords. It reiterated 
the Palestinian people's right to 
self-determination in its land and 
homeland, and called on Arabs to 
return common goals and joint 
action, in order to be able to force 
Israel out of the occupied Arab 
territories. 

It pledged to cooperate with the 
government and to make every 
effort in the service of country. 
King and the welfare of the peo- 
ple. 

and militarily, at the forefront of 
which is the United States.” 

It called for the convening of the 
U.N. Security Council to impose 
the same sanctions against Israel 
“as those imposed on the racist 
regime of South Africa.” 

The statement further appealed 
to the Arab states to “close their 
borders in the face of any depor- 
tation of Palestinian per- 
sonalities.” 

It called on all International 
organisations “to exert their good 
efforts in order to stop these Israeli 
measures and to boycott all Israeli 
and Zionist institutions in then- 
countries and stage sitins and 
demonstrations to express their 
protest and indignation against 
these measures.”

S. Korea diversifies oil imports 


SEOUL, May 3 (R) -- An Iranian-South Korean joint venture oil 
refinery went into operation today with a daily capacity of 60,000 
barrels, a company spokesman sard. The refinery, which took 
three yeans to build in the southeast Korean town of Onsan, is a 
joint venture between Sang Yong Corporation and National Ira- 
nian Oil Corporation (NIOC). 

But South Korean energy ministiy sources said the NIOC had 
informed South Korea of its decision to withdraw from the ven- 
ture in keeping with the Iranian government's policy of recove ring 
investments abroad. A ministiy spokesman declined to say when 
Iran would withdraw its investment. But sources said Iran had 
assured South Korea it would supply oil to the refinery under a 
15-year contract signed, in November, 1976 

Meanwhile, South Korean Energy and Resources Minister 
Yang Yoon-Sae left here today for a week's visit to Nigeria to 
discuss possible crude oil imports from that country. The energy 
and resources ministiy said the visit was part of South Korea's 
efforts to diversify its oil import market. 

Officials have said South Korea will need about 230 million 
barrels of crude this year against the 1979 import of 190 million 
barrels, of which 98 per cent came from Middle East states, 
including Saudi Arabia and Kuwait. The Seoul government is also 
known to be approaching Mexico and Venezuela for possible 
crude sales to South Korea. Indonesia has already agreed to 
supply 10,000 barrels per day this year. 

South Korea last February set up diplomatic relations with 
Nigeria, which also has such ties with North Korea. After the 
Nigerian trip, Mr. Yang is also scheduled to make a Middle Easi 
visit — his third this year — later this month for similar purposes. 

In the UAE, two American oil companies began drilling for 
petroleum this week in Ras At Khaimah, one of the United Arab 
Emirates, the local government has announced. The emirate, 
which borders Oman on the Arabian peninsula near the Straits of 
Hormuz, produces no oil or gas at present. 

Oil sources said the well drilling, the first on-shore in the 
emirate, was expected to take three months. If oil is found at the 
well on Jiri plain near Ras A1 Khaimah international airport, it 
could indicate potential oil bearing land from there to Oman, the 
sources said. 


U.S. interest rates drop backs Wall Street performance^ 



NEW YORK, May 3- IAP) - 
Interest rates have taken a steep 
drop in the past month, lending 
some support to the stock market 
as well as the bond market. But 
many analysts are doubtful that 
they' can keep up that dramatic 
performance for much longer. 

"Too fast, too far," said Mr. 
Donald E. Maude of Merrill 
Lynch Government Securities in 
discussing the recent rate decline. 
"Will the 'rate peak' rally keep 
rolling into a continuous decline? 
In due time, but not yet,” con- 
tended Mr. Arnold X. Moskowitz 
at Dean Witter Reynolds. 

Like the runaway nse in rates 
earlier this year, the decline from 
the peak since March has sur- 
passed anything in Wall Street 
memory for speed and sud- 
denness. "Long-term government 
bond prices 1 which move inversely 
with interest rates) rose about 20 
per cent from their extreme lows 
of two months ago, driving their 
yields below 11 per cent,” noted 
Mr. Richard B. Hoey of Bache 
Halsey Stuart Shields. “Half of 
our expected bull market has 
occurred in the course of a few 
weeks.” 

The bank prime lending rate has 
followed the course of the money 
markets, soaring from I5y4 to 20 
per cent early in the year, and 
dropping back down into the 
1SV2-19 per cent range more 


recently. This reversal has not 
gone unnoticed at the White 
House. President Carter has 
commented on it several times in 
the past few days, declaring that 
his administration has “turned the 
comer" in fighting inflation. 

Stock-market traders have also 
taken note of the decline. The 
Dow Jones average of 30 indus- 
trials, after posting j 7.34 gain to 
810,92 in the past week, now 
stands 51.79 points above its 
two-year low of 759. 1 3 a cou pie of 
weeks ago. Other readings for the 
week showed the New York Stock 
Exchange composite index up 
0.32 at 60.05. and the American 
Stock Exchange market value 
index 5.50 higher at 254.81. Big 
board volume averaged 29.98 mil- 
lion shares a day. against 36.50 
million the week before. 

Merrill Lynch's Mr. Maude 
pointed cut that it has taken, on 
average, an entire downward 
economic cycle in the past to pro- 
duce percentage declines in rates 
as big as the one that has occurred 
in rhe past few weeks. **In effect," 
he said, "it appears that the long- 
term bond markets have got so 
ahead of themselves that they 
have discounted the entire reces- 
sion and a meaningful abatement 
in inflation." Mr. Moskowitz, 
meanwhile, notes that there are 
some factors putting pressure on 
the Federal Reserve not to allow 


rates to keep falling indefinitely - 
in particular, the need to keep the 
dollar from encountering a new 
round of weakness. 

But while they wouldn’t be sur- 
prised to see rates move back up a 
bit in the near future, many anal- 
ysts argue that the peak has indeed 


passed earlier this year. “ A_ tem- 
porary bull market correction is 
likely some time in the next sev- 
eral weeks,” Mr. Hoey said. ‘ But 
the recession has begun and the 
primary trend of rates is down- 
ward.” 

It would be unusual, Mr. Hoey 
conceded, for bond rates to peak.

U.K. football roundup 


LONDON. May 3 ( R) — Battle-weary Liverpool shrugged off a 
season of disappointments when they clinched their 1 2lh English 
Soccer League championship with a 4-1 home win over Aston 
Villa today. It is their fourth title in five years and ample com- 
pensation for their setbacks in the European Cup, Football 
Association (FA) Cup and Football League Cup at the hands of 
Dynamo Tbilisi of the Soviet Union. Arsenal and Nottingham 
.Forest respectively. 

Manchester United, who have chased Liverpool doggedly for 
the past two months, finished their league programme in dejected 
fashion when they went down 2-0 at Leeds United. 

International Avi Cohen will long remember his home debut 
for Liverpool in front of a capacity 52,000 crowd, with many more 
thousands lining the streets outside the Anfield ground. After 
striker David Johnson had put Liverpool ahead in the third 
minute. Cohen had the misfortune to scure Villa's equaliser in the 
25th minute when he turned the ball past goalkeeper Ray Cle- 
mencc while attempting to dear during a goalmouth melee. 

But Cohen's abject misery turned to jubilation just six minutes 
after halftime when he scored his first goal for the club with fierce 
10 metres shot to put Liverpool 2-1 ahead. That was the cue for 
Liverpool to turn on ail their old magic against luckless Villa and 
Johnson and Ray Kennedy added two more goals before the end. 
The happiest man at the final whistle was Liverpool Manager Bob 
Paisley, who celebrated his eighth championship success with the 
club as a player, coach, assistant manager and manager. 

United’s season ended in anti-climax at Leeds. With nine wins 
in their last 10 matches they still had an outside chance of the title 
if Liverpool had slipped up today. 

The result from Anfield left United in runners-up spot. They 
went down at Leeds to goals by Derek Parlane and Kevin Hird. 

With Derby, Bristol City and Bolton relegated from the First 
Division, the battle to replace them goes on. Leicester and Bir- 
mingham are assured of promotion and Sunderland will edge 
Chelsea for the third place if they take a point from their final 
game. 

Leicester clinched the Second Division title with a 1-0 win at 
Orient but Birmingham found the going much harder in their 
home draw with Notts County. Needing a point to guarantee 
promotion, Birmingham raced into a two-goal lead in 22 minutes 
rbrough Keith Bertschin and Alan Curbishley. 

County equalised in a four-minute first half spell before Kevin 
Dillon shot Birmingham ahead again. But County drew level at 
3-3 shortly after halftime and Birmingham lived on a knife-edge, 
until the final whistle. 


Chelsea trounced Oldham 3-0 but will now have to await the 
result of Sunderland's last game before they know their fate. 

Aberdeen have ended the 14-year domination of Glasgow's 
Rangers and Celtic in the Scottish League championship. They 
won 5-0 at Hibernian, while Celtic were held to 2 goalless draw at 
Sl Mirren. Aberdeen would need to lose their final game at 
Partick by 10-0 to concede the title. Goals by Ian Scanlon (21, 
Andy Watson. Steve Archibald and Mark McGhee clinched their 
first title success since 1955. 

In the onl) other Premier League game Partick and Rangers 
fought out a seven-goal thriller. Robert Russell shot Rangers into 
the lead but Alex O' Hara ( 2) Colin McAdam and Ian McDonald 
scored in a‘>hort spell to give Partick a shock 4-1 lead. In an 
exciting finish Russell and Derek Johnstone pulled the score back 
to 4-3.' 

England’s Colt Classic results 

NEWMARKET, England. May 3 (R) - The 14 to t chance 
Known Fact today captured the 2,000 guineas in sensational style 
when the hot favourite Nureyev was disqualified after running out 
a narrow winner of the Coit> Classic. 

It was the first time for 62 years that a Classic winner had been 
disqualified. The result was even more extraordinary because the 
main trouble in the race was between Nureyev and Posse, who 
eventually finished third. 

After 50 minutes of tense deliberation by the stewards, the 
French-t rained Nureyev. wrho had won the race by a neck and 
three-quarters of a length from Know7i Fjcl and Posse, was dis- 
qualified and placed last. 

The trouble came about two furlongs from home when 
Nureyev. ridden by French jockey Philippe Paquet. hung left 
towards Posse, mount of Pat Eddery, just as they were both 
making their challenge. The most disappointed man afterwards 
was Edderv. who told reporters: “I was messed about by the 
winner two furlongs out. He put me into a bad sandwich." 

Meanwhile. Willie Carson who got a clear run through on the 
rails on Known Fact, was grinning from ear to ear after gaining the 
prize in such a shock fashion. 

Paquei. understandably shuttered after being disqualified 
aboard the SI .3 million colt, a hot 13 to 8 favourite, said of the 
crucial moment in the race: “Two horses were going for one gap 
and mine went the faster.” To rub it in, Puquet was suspended for 
seven days by the Newmarket stewards. 

Eddery apparently considered objecting to the winner, but 
could not do so as he passed the post only in third place. Asked if 
he thought he would have won the race, he told reporters: "1 can’t 
say for certain, but i certainly would have been thereabouts."

West European Olympic 
committees urge radical 


restructuring of games 


ROME, May 3 (R) - National Olympic com- 
mittees of most Western European nations 
today appealed to all countries to take part in 

universal friendship. “Any for- 
going of i he 1980 Olympic 


the Moscow Olympic Games but called for a 
radical restructuring of the Olympic move- 
ment. 


The 18 National Olympic 
Committees (NOCs), including 
those of West Germany, France 
and Britain, issued an eight-point 
proposal under which they felt all 
countries could agree to par- 
ticipate. 

This included abandonment of 
national anthems and flags, abol- 
ition of the traditional parade of 
national teams and rigid rejection 
of speeches or accompanying 
events with a political content. 

The NOCs stressed that their 
mission was to defend the Oly- 
mpic principles of fraternity and 


Games, besides failing to provide 
a solution to the present conflicts, 
would have disastrous con- 
sequences on international sport 
as a result of the inevitable actions 
which would ensue," they said. 

The IS NOCs met at the head- 
quarters of Italy’s Olympic com- 
mittee today in an effort to salvage 
the Moscow games, already hit by 
a U.S. boycott over the Soviet 
intervention in Afghanistan.

Texas primary expected 
to indicate public ‘verdict’ 
on Iran rescue mission 


AUSTIN, Texas, May 3 (R) — 
Americans are expected to regis- 
ter their verdict on President Car- 
ter's ill-fated Iran rescue mission 
when they vote today in the Texas 
primary election. 

It is the first full-scale primary 
election since the abortive mission 
last week and provides the first 
major test of its effects on the pres- 
idential race. 

Mr. Carter is widely expected to 
win the Democratic primary and 
former California governor Mr. 
Ronald Reagan is seen 3S the 
likely Republican winner in this 
conservative southern state. 

But concentrated campaigning 
by Senator Edward Kennedy and 
big-spending by former U.N. 
ambassador Mr. George Bush 
have left both races much closer 
than they were. 

The president's campaign 
advisers here predicted that the 
aborted Iran rescue attempt, in 
which eight Americans were 
killed, would have a slight positive 
effect in a state where bold milit- 
ary gestures are admired. 

Senator Kennedy's advisers, 
however, doubted the issue would 
sway voters, who they believed 
would take a “wait and see” pos- 
ition until more details of the mis- 
sion become known. 

A senior Republican official 
expected the abortive mission 
would give his party votes that 
might have gone ro Mr. Carter, 
saying Texans were "disappointed 
and inflamed” by the failure. 

After last Saturday's Michigan 
primary, which came only days 
after the Iran raid, polls showed 
the failure had little effect on the 
outcome. But in that state, only a 
small number of dedicated party 
regulars could vote, leaving Texas 
as the first major test. 

The division of 80 delegates to 


the Republican national con- 
vention is at stake in that party's 
Texas primary, but the Demo- 
cratic process is more com- 
plicated. Democrats vote in a 
non-binding popularity contest 
today, and tonight they will vote 
again in local caucuses, the first 
step towards the eventual appor- 
tionment of 152 national con- 
vention delegates. 

According to unofficial tallies, 
Mr. Carter already has 1,207 of 
the 1,666 delegates needed to win 
the Democratic nomination, com- 
pared with Mr. Kennedy's 667. 


rapic Committee Director Moni- 
que Berlioux.

NOC delegates present stressed 
that participation in the Moscow 
games did not mean acceptance of 
any ideology or political 
behaviour, but that the present 
difficulties could not be accepted 
in future. “We consider it of 
paramount importance that the 
whole of the Olympic movement 
instigates an immediate exami- 
nation with a view to changing the 
basic concept of the Olympic 
Games,” they said. 

The NOCs added that: “These 
changes should be designed to 
eliminate political pressures and 
all types of exploitation and give 
to the Olympic movement a new 
impetus and the necessary author- 
ity for its survivial." 

At a news conference following 
the meeting. West German NOC 
President Willi Daume noted that 
his government had already asked 
West German athletes not to go to 
Moscow, but he refused to be 
drawn on whether the NOC would 
agree, saying the final decision 
would be taken on May 15. 

Most other West European 
countries will decide whether to 
go to Moscow in the days before 
the May 24 deadline, by which 
national committees must decide 
whether or not to take part in the 
games. 


Soviet launching of nuclear-powered 
satellite has aroused U.S. concern 


WASHINGTON. May .1 < R ) - The Soviet Union 
this week launched a nuclear-powered satellite 
which is a virtual twin of the one which crashed in 
Canada in 1 978. the Carter administration said 
yesterday. 

White House and State Department officials 
expressed regret the launch had been made in the 
face of a U.S. effort through the United Nations to 
establish controls over such spacecraft. 

Department spokesman Tom Reston said no 
protest had been lodged with the Soviet Union but 
the United States intended to raise the matter at a 
June meeting of the U.N. committee on peaceful 
uses of outer space. 

Mr. Reston said the United States was con- 
cerned because the crash of the Soviet Cosmos 
954 over Canada two years ago, scattering 
radioactive debris, demonstrated the safety 
hazards. “This is almost a twin of that particular 
satellite,'' he told reporters. 

He said the Soviet Cosmos 1176 satellite which 
was launched on Tuesday was a surveillance veh- 
icle for use over the world's oceans. “We don’t 
know why they put it up there but it is essentially 
for watching ships," he said. 

Mr. Reston's mention of the ship-watching 
capability raised the question of whether the 


administration was concerned that Cosmos 3 176 
could spy on U.S. ships stationed in the Indian 
Ocean since the crisis over Iran. 

He said the U.S. concern arose from the poten- 
tial safety hazards “because you never know 
where these things will come down.” 

He said administration efforts to set up 
arrangements for regulating uses of nuclear power 
sources in space had been supported by Canada. 
Sweden. Japan. Australia, European allies and 
several non-aligned nations. 

He said the U.S.-sought controls would have 
three elements: 

— Establishment of strict international standards 
and procedures including publication of safety 
analysis statements by nations launching 
nuclear-powered satellites. 

— Establishment of requirements for notifying 
affected countries when it appeared that such a 
spacecraft was about to re-enter the earth’s 
atmosphere. 

—Provision by the launching nation for assistance 
in locating and removing radioactive materials 
spread by the crash of a nuclear-powered satellite, 
and paying for the clean-up operation. 

Mr. Reston said the Soivet Union opposed even 
the concept of such controls.

Muskie’s nomination has ‘enhanced’ 
prospects for high-level Moscow talks 


WASHINGTON. May 3 (R) - 
Senator Edmund Muskie's 
emergence as the new U.S. sec- 
retary of state has enhanced pros- 
pects for holding the first-level 
talks with Moscow since the Soviet 
intervention in Afghanistan, 
according to American officials. 

The Carter administration is 
hoping Senator Muskie can take 
his oath of office as successor to 
Mr. Cyrus Vance in time to meet 
Soviet Foreign Minister Andrei 
Gromyko in Vienna on May 16, if 
Moscow approves of the idea, the 
officials said.

Pope raps polygamy, addresses Zaire 
bishops on second day of African tour 


KINSHASA, May 3 (Rj - Pope 
John Paul warned Africans today 
against the perils of polygamy and 
instructed prelates and priests to 
value chastity and priestly celi- 
bacy. 

He told a happy congregation in 
colonial-style St. Peter s Church 
on the second day of his visit to 
Zaire: “To resemble god. human- 
ity must be a couple of two people. 

“You know as well as l how 
much the concept of fidelity and 
indissolubility are breached,” lhe« 
Pope said. He pointed to the 
monogamous relationship of 
Adam and Eve. the first biblical 
couple, and suggested the Zaire 
church should prepare young 
people more for monogamous 
marriage. 

In a separate and major address 
to bishops. Pope John Paul 
defended the role of missionaries, 
cautioned the Zaire church 
against hasty “ African isation" of 
teaching and ceremonies and 
made an apparent allusion to

reports that some priests and nuns 
in Africa have not been following 
the rule of celibacy. 

“Priests and members of religi- 
ous orders must have solid con- 
victions about the positive and 
essential values of chastity in celi- 
bacy," said the Pope, who is on a 
ten day, six-nation Africa tour. 

•'They should be very vigilant in 
their behaviour to be faithful 
without ambiguity to the com- 
mitment which they have made.” 

The Pope advised the Zaire 
church to move slowly in its 
Africanisation project aimed at 
making Christianity more easily 
understandable for Africans. 

“This effort, which has all my 
confidence, needs much theolog- 
ical clarity, spiritual discernment, 
wisdom and prudence, and also 
time,” he said. 

Vatican sources said the Pope 
was referring to a temptation to 
insert local rites into the liturgy. 

“An enrichment of the liturgy is 
possible ” the Pope said, “but on 
condition that the significance of 
the Christian rite is always well 
preserved and the universal. 


Catholic aspect of the church 
appears clearly ... all in agreement 
with the Holy See.” 

He defended the role of mis- 
sionaries, who outnumber local 
priests in Zaire, as important and 
actually indispensable and. appar- 
ently alluding to disagreements 
between missionaries and local 
priests, he issued a call for unity. 

The Pope alluded to a campaign 
by Zaire President Mobutu Sese 
Seko in the early 1 970s in which 
he banned Christmas and Chris- 
tian names and nationalised 
church schools. 

“Your service to God,*’ he told 
the bishops, “must be exercised in 
full liberty in the sphere of religi- 
ous education, the formation of 
consciences, religious practises ... 
and the defence of the human per- 
son, his liberties and rights and his 
diginity.” 

One day before the Pope 
arrived. President Mobutu, a 
widower, was married in a Roman 
Catholic ceremony by Zaire Car- 
dinal Joseph Mualula. The Pope 
and President Mobutu had the 
first of several meetings last night. 


WASHINGTON, May 3 tR) - 
British Foreign Secretary Lord 
Carrington is expected to tell U.S. 
leaders on Monday that West 
Europe is willing to impose non- 
military sanctions on Iran but 
doubts whether they will work, 
British diplomatic sources say. 

The West European allies have 
promised to impose diplomatic 
and economic sanctions if derisive 
progress on freeing the 53 Ameri- 
can embassy hostages in Iran is not 
made by May 17. 

Lord Carrington will meet Pres- 
ident Carter and secretaiy of 
st ate -designate Edmund Muskie 
on Monday and will make a 
number of television appearances 
to explain the British and Euro- 
pean response to America’s call 
for sanctions. 

The diplomatic sources said 
Lord Carrington would probably 
say that while Britain and Western 
Europe felt sympathy for the U.S. 
situation, they had doubts about 
the effectiveness of diplomatic 
and economic sanctions. They still 
felt such measures might drive 
Iran further into the arms of the 
Soviet Union. 

They also opposed any military- 
actions such as mining or bloc- 
kading Iranian ports. 

Lord Carrington, already 
known to the American public 


through his key role in helping 
bring Zimbabwe to independence, 
is due to arrive today. 

He will pay a social call tomor- 
row on former secretary of state 
Mr. Cyrus Vance, who resigned 
earlier this week in protest against 
an aborted rescue mission to get 
the hostages out of Tehran. 

First thing on Monday morning. 
Lord Carrington will meet 
Senator Muskie at his office and 
then immediately afterwards see 
President Carter at the White 
House. 

He will also talk to acting sec- 
retary of state Warren Chris- 
topher. White House National 
Security Adviser Zbigniew 
Brzezinski and House of Rep- 
resentatives Speaker Thomas 
O' Neill, a critic of British policy in 
Northern Ireland. 


Zia, Deng hold first round of talks 


PEKING, May 3 (R) — Pakistani President Mohammad Zia Ul Haq 
had a first round of talks today with China’s Senior Vice-Premier 
Deng Xiaoping oentred on the international situation and develop- 
ments in Iran and Afghanistan, Pakistani sources said. 

Before leaving Islamabad for Peking yesterday. General Zia said 
he expected to have free and frank discussions with Chinese leaders 
on the international and regional situations. 

Chinese Foreign Minister Huang Hua. who visited Pakistan in 
January, also attended the talks. The Pakistani side included Finance 
Minister Ghuiara Ishaq Khan. Foreign Affairs Adviser Agha G/iani 
and the governors of the Sind and Northwest Frontier provinces. 

The general later lunched with the rice-premier, and was paying a 
courtesy call on the late premier Chou Enlai's widow Mrs. Deng 
Yingchao. 

Premier Hua Guofeng said at a banquet for the Pakistani leader 
last night that China would “stand firm together with you against 
foreign aggression and interference." 

Both sides spoke of the need for the unconditional withdrawal of 
Soviet troops from Afghanistan. Premier Hua also said all other 
countries had the right to condemn Moscow and provide moral and 
material support to the Afghan people so long as Soviet forces 
remained in the country.

NEW HAVEN. Connecticut. 
May 3 (AP) -- A former ambas- 
sador of Afghanistan said yes- 
terday he hopes outside dip- 
lomatic pressure and internal 
military opposition will force 
Soviet soldiers to withdraw from 
his country. 

Mr. Abdul Hakim Tabibi. who 
has been mustering diplomatic 
pressure against the Soviet Union 
since he resigned as ambassador to 
protest the incursion, said with- 
drawal would be better for the 
Middle East than prolonged fight- 
ing in Afghanistan. The free- 
world nations “can. if they want, 
bring an end to this," he added. 

The Soviet incursion presents a 
crucial warning to other nations, 
he said, because it was the “first 
lime that the Soviet Union, with 
its own forces, invaded a peaceful, 
neutral Third World countrv." 


Many explanations have been 
given for the incursion, ranging 
from belief the Soviets decided to 
exercise unparalleled military 
strength to a counter argument 
that the Soviet economy was 
weakened and leaders wanted to 
give a show of force to other coun- 
tries. he said. 

Mr. Tabibi said he was out of 
the country during the incursion 
and didn't know the reason. But 
he said he suspected the Soviet 
governmentsensedthat Afghanis- 
tan's year-old Marxist gov- 
ernment was threatened by 
insurgents and didn't want it to 
fall. 

The former ambassador said he 
supported efforts leading to a 
Soviet withdrawal, followed by 
negotiations between the two 
nations in an effort to re-establish 
normal relations. For economic 


reasons, he said. “we need friend- 
ship with the Soviet Union." 

Until -.lability is regained, he 
added, “our people are dying in. 
the streets and valleys. They 
should be helped from all direc- 
tions."

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The incursion into Afghanistan 
has been partly obscured in the 
United Slates by emphasis on the 
U.S. hostages in Iran, he said. Bui 
"if you go to the rest of the world, 
they do not talk about your hos- 
tages as much as they do about 
Afghanistan." he said. 

Mr. Tabibi said he hopes to 
return to Afghanistan soon and 

rejoin his family. 
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
